'du^trial workers are "living through 
an unexampled tragedy," according 
to a report made to the Internattonal 
Metal Workers' Federation by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Menshevist organ¬ 
isation*, of metal workers in Soviet 
Russia, which wus made public hero 
to-day by the A'merican Federation 
of Labor. 

This report, which Was transmitted 
and sent to this country for the In¬ 
formation of American workmen by 
the secretariat of the Metal Workers’ 
Federation at Rerne, Switzerland,* 
describes at length alleged "furious 
persecution" of organized labor In 
Rusida by the Bolshevik authorities. 

t J3. Strumillo, mem!>er of the 
board of the Berne Metal Workers’ 
Union, who, with 1. Q. Oopvaloff. 
president of the Metal Workers’ 
Union in Vodkinskl (Ural) compiled 
the document, is now in the United 
States us a delegate from his union, 
eumtnlasioned to inform the organ¬ 
ized workers of this country as to 
conditions under the Soviet rsglme 
in Russia. 

**The coup d'etat of November, 1917. 
put the Bolshevik! in power,” said 
the document, "and from that time 
on the terrible fratricidal struggle 
continued. Those very men who onlv 
yesterday called themselves th** 
friends of the workers now began 
the furious persecution of those 
workers by wholesale arrests, atroci¬ 
ties and murder. Incited by demagog - |

Crime to Ask for Froodom 

“Under the camouflage of .Com¬ 
munism, noting in the name of the 
working classes, using the language 
and battle cries of Socialism, the 
Communist Government commenced 
its work of destruction. In order 
to clear their own way the Com¬ 
munists declared that freedom of 
speech, unions, strikes and meetings 
was a ‘superstition of the bourgeoisie' 
and condemned all who demanded 
political rights afe 'counter-revolu¬ 
tionists.’
